I may say ignorance is ‘bliss to both 
man and cow. When he buys his seed 
grain he will be most particular about 
the percentage of growth and have a 
guarantee that there are no foul seeds 
or smutoin it, but his cows are ‘let 
cat on the prairie to be served by 
any serub bull that “happens to be 
around and the heifers from this fa- 
mous stocks he expects to build up a 
dairy. It is a damentable facet that 
there are hundreds of men-who are 
trying to dairy in this way in the 
Province of Alberta, 

Dairying has proved beyond a doubt 
to be the best paying branch of farm- 
ing in every country in the world ‘and 
it is the good dairymen who have no 
mortgage on their farms and are able 
to educate their families, «and also 
take a pride in their well cultivated 
farms., 

Out of the five first prizes for the 
best cultivated farms last year, in 
Ontario, four prizes went to men who 
kept nothing else but the Jersey cat- 
tle, showing that-good dairying and 
good farming go hand in hand. 

] would like to give a little of my 
own personal experience which may 
be interesting to the many readers of 
your valuable paper; I landed in 
Stetther four years ago with my wife 
and family with the intention of tak- 


ae 


ing up land and re-start farming like 
most of the old country amen, ‘Things 
looked very disappointing to what 1 
expected to see, but after a good look 
rounnd thought I would take ‘the best 
and surest way to make a living, so 
I bought a bunch of nine cows to 
start producing cream for the local 
creamery, They had all the appear- 
ance of good cows, but as facts prov- 
ed afterwards only existed on their 
good appearance and not on their 
merits, Three of them went as dry 
as a bone three months after freshen- 
ing, although they were run on a good 
summer «pasture. Four others al- 
though they milked six months after 
freshening and gave a moderate sup- 
ply of milk, when their milk was test- 
ed I realized the milk was so poor 
that without running it through the 
separator | ought to have poured it 
into the hog trough. Of the nine 
cows | only possess two of the ori- 
ginal stock. 

After my four years experience of 
the ordinary so called dairy cattle I 
can say that there are two thirds 
not worth putting the bucket under. 
Cows that won't produce. 6000 Ibs. 
of milk in a ‘season’ and test three 
per cent. of butter fat are not worth 
the name of dairy cows, but ought 
to go to the range or be shipped to 
Chicago packing houses. 


HARD FIGHT 
IN NIGERIA 


Five Englishmen and Native Trocps 
Closely Besieged. 


CONSTANTLY UNDER’ ARMS 


Hostile Natives are Fierce Fighters and 
use Poisoned Arrows With Wonder- 
ful Skill. 


‘London, April 25—From Chudu, on 
the borders of the Munchi country, in 
Southern Nigeria, comes news of a 
siege there of five Englishmen and a 
few native troops ‘by cannibal hordes. 
The Munchis are almost the only Ni- 
gerian tribe not subjugated by — the 
British advance. They are tall, power- 
ful savages and fight with poisoned ar- 
rows, a long native sword and a kind 
of chisel knife strapped to the back 
of the right hand. ‘The ‘besieged Eng- 
lishmen are District Commissioner 
Weld, Dr. Mekinnon, Capt. Lang, 
Lieut. Graham and Color-Sergt. Hen- 
derson, ‘They have with them a com- 
pany of the Southern Nigerian Rifles 
and two Maxim guns| 

The Munehis have been attacking 
them spasmodically for three months 
past. Recently the British were re- 
inforeedSby another company of na- 
live troops. One of the severest at 
tacks was made the morning of Feb- 
ruary ist, when the Munchis tried to 
ush dhe station but were finally beaten 
offat nightfall on February 15th. Dur- 
ing the fourteen days the troops had 
practically no rest. Three quarters of 
the company were on outpost duty 
around the station and the whole com- 
pany was under arms every day from 
3.30 aim. till an hour after dark. One 
officer sat up every might and :the rest 
slept in their clothes. A few days 
later the Munchis tried again to beat 
the camp and now they are waiting for 
any small party that ventures owt of 
the station, It is expected that an 
expedition will have to be sent out to 
doal with these cannibals as the port- 
tion of the friendly tribesmen on the 
border is precarious and the troops 
defending the station are unable to 


cope with the raids at a distance.

To get the best results from good 
cows, give them the best of treatment 
good, warm, and well ventilated 
stables’ in winter. If they are to 
freshen in the spring, prepare them 
all winter by good feed and care, 
don't ‘turn them out on the straw 
pile to be butted about with range 
steers or chased about by horses. A 
little chop given during the summer 
once a day is never lost in a good 
cow. Regularity of milking, a little 
rape or rye to turn them on to feed 
during September ind October are 
good to keep the flow of milk, green 
feed (oat hay) has proven to be the 
best winter feed, but a little common 
sense and careful study are two things 
which will enable anyone to make 
dairying a success.
